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environment of the whole out-of-doors, as this cannot be separated 
from the welfare of the living creatures, which are so closely identi- 
fied with the out-of-doors. 

In the future, in an intelligent endeavor to promote the largest 
possible increase in the number of game birds and species of fish 
that will be desired by the residents of Iowa, we feel that the closest 
and most friendly co-operation is necessary among all, not only those 
animated by the same ideas, but persons who, while deeply interested 
in the conservation of wild life, yet work from different motives. 

There are those who, enthusiasts all the time for wild life protec- 
tion, never wish to take a toll of that life, while others, such as 
sportsmen, equally enthused in the same direction, reserve to them- 
selves the right, under the laws of the state, to engage in a day's 
shooting now and then. 

In the past, these two classes have not co-operated as they might 
for the general good, not through any basic cause of unapproachable 
divergence, but through really not understanding each other. The 
man so much in love with the wild creatures that he cannot under- 
stand why any person could wish to shoot them, may find it difficult 
to gauge the attitude of him who is not built that way, but he is duty 
bound to respect the sportsman's right to what the law concedes to 
him, particularly when that sportsman, as is so often the case, does 
his best to protect and propagate that life during the seasons of the 
year when no shooting can be done. 

For the welfare of all concerned, this co-operation on both sides 
of the fence is most desirable and necessary. No true sportsman 
wishes to see the number of the game creatures lessened; he would 
much rather witness their increase, but in view of the changing con- 
ditions unfavorable to such increase, which must come with growth 
of population, etc. (unless something unusually drastic can be accom- 
plished to antagonize these conditions), a poHcy must be evolved, 
resulting from such co-operation, which will result in permanent 
benefit all round. No true sportsman will wish to advocate a course 
that means striking at the source of the supply of that he seeks to 
multiply. Rather will he be ready to counsel with those, who by 
long experience and investigation, are best fitted to plan and advo- 
cate the course for the state to pursue in the matter of remedial legis- 
lation and enlightened supervision. 

In the support that this department can obtain through the sympa- 
thetic and hearty action of the farmers of the state, and which they 
are doubtless ready and willing to give, very much is expected and 
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large meah under Bupervlalon after the close of the aummer aeason and 
before the weather 1b aevere enough to chill the game flshes that would 
be caught and returned, would perhaps be more agreeable to the aummer 
TlBltors, as the space now taken on the lake by set nets during the sum- 
mer would be avoided. Thla method should not be objectionable even In 
midsummer and it handled properly might be an attractive feature. The 
plan would be as satisfactory tor removing the rough flsh as the method 
In practice now and possibly it would be a better business proposition to 
the state and to the commercial flshermen as well. The present method 
of fishing, however, is not harmful to the game fishes. 
Fishes captured 

The following varieties of fish were seen In the nets of the commercial 
fishermen, all ot which were returned to the waters except carp and 
buflalofiah; carp, bullheads, striped bass (local name sliver bass), crapple, 
bluegill, pike perch (wall eye), yellow perch, channel catfish, buffalofiah 
fl. ovprinella) . The great quantity ol fishes captured by commercial 
flahermen are carp and bullheads, while the pole and line fishermen catch 
mainly sliver bass aud yellow perch. 

Quantities of the various species of fishes to be found in the lake are 
here listed in the order ot their approximate numbers: Carp, silver bass, 
yellow perch, bullheads, sunflah, crapple, btsck bass, pickerel, pike, 
saiiger, butfalofish and catfish. 

The pickerel are highly esteemed here by pole and line fishermen, It Is 
said, and with the pike are favorites, although striped bass and yellow 
perch are considered choice fish and are much more generally taken. 
Yellow perch, bluegllls and crapple are plentiful in the lake, aod large 
mouth black bass are said to he increasing. The writer had occasion to 
see many young bass in the western shoal waters of the lake, and as 
conditions in Clear Lake are quite favorable to black bass, a gradual In- 
crease-should occur. The lake Is said to be free of gar and has but very 
lew dogfish. 

While having no particular bearing to the game fish supply ot the lake, 
It will perhaps be well to record that the only commercial mussel ob- 
served was the Ii. luteola, grass mucket, about SO examples ot which 
were raked from where they were lodged in the side ot a sand bar on Uie 
north bank of the "neck" at the western end of the lake. These were 
quite thin and therefore of inferior commercial value. The distribution 
of commercial and other mussels within the lake Is quite limited and 
commercial clamming has never been done on this lake.

The larger carp should be removed by commercial fishing In the man- 
ner now being pursued, or by seining, or both, restricting the capture of 
carp to Individuals welgbing over S pounds. 

The capture of bullheads and catfish should be pursued In like man- 
ner, restricting their capture to individuals TTdtghing over 1^ pounds or 
without restriction as to slie

Becaiufl of the rapid decrease of muBsela In the streams ot Iowa, the 
Thirty-eighth General Aasemblr passed an act placing the regulation of 
mussel capture under this department by providing for a license for those 
taking mussels, prescribing the manner In which mussels should be taken, 
and lor the opening and closing of certain streams to the taking of 
mussels. 

Under this authority the following sections ot streams In Iowa were 
closed to the taking of mussels for a period ot Ave years, extending from 
January 1, 1921, to January 1, 1926:

REPORT OF FISH AND GAME DEPARTMENT 

JULY 1, 1922 TO JUNE 30. 1924 

The department of fish and game, whether in this state or any 
other, at this period of our country's history presents a field 
wide and fascinating to a degree. The management of such a 
department is naturally and logically brought in contact with 
sets of conditions almost endless in their variety and ramifica- 
tion. These come with a challenge which the intelligent and 
forward-looking mind can neither side-track nor avoid. 

Fish and game includes the habitat and environment of finny, 
feathery and furry creatures. In the fish leaping into the sun- 
light and the bird breaking cover, we see the clear, purling 
stream, the placid lake, the marsh wondrously adapted to its 
specific forms of life, the underbrush in whose friendly shade 
the warbler and the timid mammal hide, the wooded height 
guarded by growths of a century or more, where the soil is se- 
cure and the refreshing rains from the skies are wisely retarded 
in their further flow. 

And while we see all these, we hear the magical concert and 
symphony of out-door voices, ever attuned to the welfare and 
delight of man, a harmony and unity prevailing that man only 
can disturb. But man has disturbed it sadly, and thus a process 
is demanded which shall meet the dire situation, and, as far as 
possible, restore what prevailed when our country was far less 
densely populated than now. 

To the claims of conservation of the out-doors the State Pish 
and Qame Department will respond, and to the best of its ability 
meet the requirements of its natural and logical field, while ap- 
pealing to every dweller of our beautiful and nationally known 
progressive state to co-operate with it first, last, and all the time. 
Alarm voices have long been sounding in our land as to the 
devastation of its wild life of every kind, but of late these 
voices have become more clarion-like in their note, more insistent 
in their demand. Commercial greed and personal selfishness are 
having a mighty clash with the forces of law and order, the 
words here being used in their best and most truly normal sense. 
The marvelously lovely framework and setting of our outdoor 
America has been indelibly scarred and the ruthless agency is 
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the departmeDt stands. This assistance, we feel, will be multi- 
plied and accelerated when oar a^cnltoral friends realize bow 
much more can be done by complying more sympathetically with 
nature's own ways and restoring as far as possible what we have 
suffered the past to take from us. 

The call is imperative that we increase very largely the num- 
ber of our insectivoroQS and other birds. Can anything srupass 
in beauty and wonder of appeal what a spring day in Iowa re- 
veals, when fresh from the sonthland appear regiments of tiny 
aviators, arrayed in their own distinctive uniform, that de- 
clare themselves the fanner's active and efficient aidst They 
get to work without delay, they labor diligently, they do not 
loaf, their little families fatten on the carcasses of the farmer's 
enemies, and though these enemies are, in many cases, very small, 
their infinite numbers represent a menace that strong language 
only can adequately express. 

With such an effective illustration as this, we have a clear 
demonstration that the need is more than urgent for a far, far 
greater number of these wonderfully helpful feathered police. 
And the farmer, as the supervisor and custodian of the broad, 
fertile acres of Iowa, is the one to promote this necessary and ' 
imperative movement. An essential step in bringing this about 
is the cultivation of cover and underbrush. 

To advocate an increase of cover may seem to be stepping 
backward, but while it is logically this, in all that is really pro- 
gressive it indicates a going forward. If we would retain and 
increase the invaluable labors of our little insect and weed seed 
warriors, we must provide for their lodging. We must forever 
relinquish the idea of what is known as "cleaning up" every- 
where. A prim appearance, where all rough places are made 
smooth, bunches of thorn and bramble eliminated, all underbrush 
shaved away and the moisture of the swamp removed, may re- 
spond to a certain idea of neatness, but is bad scientific farm- 
ing and will bar the way to giving us increased efficiency in 
nature's own plan for the protection of our crops, the splendid 
militant labors of the birds of the air. 

If the plea be made, that to allow a certain area of farm land 
to revert to wild growth, would be to reduce the acreage of 
cultivated fruits, the answer is forthcoming that the amount of 
this would be negligible, and much more than made up in the 
benefit accruing from the carrying out of the principles of farm- 
ing according to nature's plan, which in the last analysis must 
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refuse of our cities and industrial plants into our public waters 
is no valid reason why it should be done, and no reason why 
these waters should not be as pure as the air we breathe. There 
are streams in the east of our country that are open sewers of 
filth. Do we wish a similar situation in a state that, as yet, is 
largely not in such a category! If not, then we shoald lose no 
time whatever in fighting to the limit any further advance of 
the stream pollution menace of the east. That it is with us, 
all those who witnessed a number of dead and dying fish on 
February 1st last, in the Shell Rock river near Greene, can 
abundantly testify. This was one of the revelations arising from 
the public enquiry instituted as to the conditions of the river, 
in response to the appeal of the Greene residents. 

The excuse put forward for permitting stream pollution will 
be that it is in the interest of "Big Business," but that is by 
no means justifiable. Big business is not the biggest thing after 
all and moreover in the very nature of things should be big 
enough to care for its own waste, and if it cannot do this, there 
must be a screw loose somewhere. The really big thing is to 
keep the wonderful out-of-doors, with every legitimate provision 
and change for human need, as the Creator designed it, and thus 
shall we secure all that is be.'^t in human happiness and welfare. 

A stream should never be straightenetl, unless the reasons ad- 
vanced for such bear the marks of extreme and imperative need. 
A winding stream as nature made it provides nooks and cran- 
nies and corners where the fish can live their own home life, 
deposit their spawn and protect their progeny. And then the 
winding course retards the river's flow, as nature would have 
it and have it for the best. A straightened stream is merely an 
open drain, for the beauty of the original has gone, and beauty 
is also an economic asset. The course of no stream should be 
altered, unless passed on by a body of men competent to deal 
with the situation from the standpoint of education and experi- 
ence. 

THE RING-NECK PHEASANT 

Through the activities of the state game farm and the sub- 
sequent initial distribution of the bird throughout Iowa, its 
numbers have greatly increased, particularly in some sections, 
indicating that it finds our territory suited to its needs and that 
it is becoming well acclimatized. 

In some counties where this pheasant has become fairly nu- 
merous, complaints have been made of its preying on the farmer's 
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lake, and specifically o( its plant life, Dr. Wylie reports on the 
co-operation received from the State Fish and Game Department 
in securing Dr. Tiffany for this work, at the same time paying an 
interesting tribute to the latter in what he had accomplished 
in revealing conditions having an important bearing on the 
welfare of the various species of fish that live in the lake. 

The department is more than glad to assist in progressive 
scientific and economic advance such as this, and will welcome 
all such opportanities, commensurate with its natural limita' 
tions, from whatever part of the state they may come. 

WILD RICE 

The introduction of wild rice throughout the state has been 
a helpful factor in promoting the increase of duck visitors. The 
plant is not native to Iowa, but readily grows here. Wild ducks 
are fond of it, and the number of stopping places for ducks can 
be increased by planting it in suitable locations. The depart- 
ment will be glad to furnish seed rice to persons in the state 
applying for it, and who will see that it is properly planted and 
cared for. 

During the first year of this biennium the department pur- 
chased and distributed throughout the state 1,120 pounds of 
wild rice seed, and during the second year, 1,950 pounds. 

FISH RESCUE WORK 

In the early part of the year, due to spring rains and melting 
snow, most of the rivers of the state rise so much that low-lying 
areas along their banks are flooded. Fish spawn and feed in 
the quiet waters thus formed, and, later in the summer, are 
trapped in the land-locked ponds and sloughs which are formed 
when the rivers recede to their normal levels. 

Deputy wardens arc equipped with rescue seines for seining 
out and returning to live waters the fish thus trapped. During 
the year ending June 30, 1923, deputy wardens, assisted by fish 
and game clubs, rescued 636,700 fish and placed them in running 
waters, while for the following year, 2,269,000 were rescued. 

Along the Mississippi Biver this work is carried on by crews 
working out from the Sabnla and Lansing collecting stations. 
Thousands of fish are rescued annually and released to the main 
channel of the river, while some of small size, suitable for trans- 
portation, are collected and conveyed to the stations for dis- 
tribution throughout the state. The distributions of fish, col- 
lected at these stations for this biennium, were as follows:

Mississippi River closed from leasing to Harper's Ferry; from Mar- 
quette to Quttenberg; from Specht's Ferry to Dubnane; from Bellevue 
to Sabuia; trom Clinton to the mouth o( the Wapsiplnicon River; from 
Bettendorf to Butlalo; tram Muscatine to Port Louisa; from New Boston, 
Illinois, to Keithaburg, Illinois; and from Oanawka, Illinois, to Burling- 
ton, until January 1, 1928.
